2. The drawings are objected to because the drawings are not labeled Fig. 1, Fig. 2, 
Fig. 3, etc. 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: Applicant provides references characters 7 and 8 in the legend on the 
drawings, but fails to provide a definition for characters 7 and 8. 

4. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Also, the claim is indefinite in that the examainer is unclear as to if "the belt clip" 
is intended to be a claimed, positively recited element. 
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Claim Interpretation 

7. In order to advance prosecution of this application the examiner has made the 
following interpretation of the claim: 

1). the belt clip is not a positively claimed structural element. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

10. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Patent No. 6,085,766 ("Geary"). 

In as much as applicant's invention consists of a cross of two fully adjustable 
lengths of aluminum, the convertible crutch system of Geary consists of a cross of two 
fully adjustable lengths of aluminum, when upper strut tube (22) is removed and the 
middle tube is capped with the appropriate attachment (Abstract). As to which structural 
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elements of Geary read on the cross of the two fully adjustable lengths of aluminum, 
note members (23, 24 and 30). 

Geary fails to teach that the material covering member (30) is a foam piece. 
However, it is prima facie obvious, as well as conventionally known to provide the axilla 
portion of a crutch with a piece of foam padding in order to cushion the underarm of the 
user. 

As regards the horizontal piece, note member (32), which is fully capable of 
allowing the arm to rest thereon, as well as accommodate a cast. 

As regards the belt clip, the examiner contends that the vertical and horizontal 
pieces are capable of being secured to the patient with a belt clip.
